ABOUT THE GREAT RACES. 


Just Where and How the Valkyrie and 


Defender Will Race. 


[Special Dispatch to the Tianscnpt.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Chairman James 


D. Smith of the American cup committee 
today gave out some important news con- 
cerning the great yacht races, that the 
public has been waiting to be assured of. 


The races will be started at 11 o'clock a. 


m. each day instead of at 11.40 as before 
proposed. The courses of the first, third 
and fifth races will be fifteen miles to 
windward or leeward and return, and the 
second and fourth races will be triangular. 
A time limit of six hours wiil be aet. 


The starting point of the races will be 


Sandy Hook light-ship in all cases if pos- 
sible. But should the direction of the 
wind make it necessary the start will be 
made from a point further oft shore. 


In case of a calm the race may be de- 


layed until 1.30 o'clock after which the 
committee may exercise its discretion in 
regard to starting at all or postponing 
the race for the day. 


Unless something unexpected happens, 


the racing days will be next Saturday, 
September 7, September 9,11,13 and 14. 
Should five races be necessary, the last 
date, however, may be changed by the 
mutual consent of both. Valkyrie and 
Defender will probably be measured Fri- 
day morning.

Boston & Albany R. R. Has a Heavy Loss 


This Morning.

BOSTON, Sept. 3.—The Boston & Albany 


railroad company's extensive wharf and 
freight sheds in East Boston were de- 
stroyed by fire this morning. The sheds 
were filled with freight of various kinds, 
none of which could be saved, although 
five alarms were rung in. Several dwell- 
ings caught fire but were not badly dam- 
aged. Boats hanging in the davits of the 
steamer Cephalonia of the Cunard line 
took fire, but were not much damaged and 
the vessel was towed to a plaae of safety 
by tugs. The merchandise in the sheds 
was valued at about $300,000 and the wharf 
and buildings destroyed were valued at 
about ?200,000.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Sspt. 4.—Japanese 


advices state that the pacification of 
Formosa is proceeding slowly. The 
Japanese have adopted drastic measures 
against the rebellious tribes. Cholera has 
claimed 15,000 victims thus far in Japan, 
and has attacked 23,000. The places most 
seriawly affected arc the city of Osaka 
arid the town of Hiroshima. In China a 
far worse state of affairs exists. Over 1,500 
parsons are said tobe dying daily in Pekin. 


A terrific typhoon struck the shipping 


at Kuchanotisn, destroying all vessels in 
the harbor and wrecking nearly all the 
houses in the town. The loss of life was 
enormous. Cholera is spreading among 
foreign shipping and causing great alarm.

Met His Rescuer When Attend- 


ing the Knights Templar 


Great Conclave. 


DROWNING 
IN A MIDI 
POND. 


How the Life of Sir Knight Joseph P. Reed 


Was Saved Before He Dreamed of 


Masonry. His Rescu er's Ve ry 


Great Danger. 


The following from the Lowell Daily 


Courier is a, short romance of interest to 
North Adams people because one of the 
characters is a North Adams man and the 
story is connected with the recent trien- 
nial conclave of Knights Templar held at 
Boston: 


On an August day thirty-two or thirty- 
three years ago Solon W. Stevens was 
walking across South common, entering 
it at Thorndyke street corner and going 
in the direction ot the Edson school. As 
he passed down the hill he noticed two 
boj s on the opposite side of the pond, 
which was then a mud pond without a 
paved bottom, running down to the bank 
and seeing how near they could get to the 
edge without falling in. One of the boys, 
a littie fellow, four or five years old, was 
unable to overcome his momentum and 
fell into the pond. As Mr. Stevens came 
along he saw that.the boy did not rise, so 
he plunged into the water, crossed the 
pond and got the little fellow out just as 
he was about to breathe his last. The lad 
was sent home in a wagon and resusci- 
tated. 
That night the father called on 
Mr. Stevens and was very' profuse in his 
expressions of gratitude. 
Mr. Stevens 


thought no more of it and in time the in- 
cident passed from his mind. Wednesday 
last Mr. Stevens sat on the steps of the 
Brunswick in Boston, talking with a 
fellow knight about the remarkable events 
of the week. Presently another templar 
came along and took a chair at 
the side ot the Lowell man. 
Con- 
versation became general 
and then 
the newcomer offered his card. Mr. Stev- 
ens had given all his cards away, and, not 


Lowell, the knight asked, "Do you know 
Solon Stevens ?" "That's my name," was 
the reply. Then there was a demonstra- 
tion of gratitade as the stranger said, 
"You once saved my life," and it was so. 
The young boy rescued from the muddy 
waters of the pond so long ago was Sir 
Knight Joseph Reed of St. Paul's eotn- 
mandery of North Adams. He said his 
recollection of the rescue were not very 
vivid, but his gratitude to the one who 
saved him was undying. Mr. Stevens was 
glad to meet again under these much 
pleasanter circumstances the lad whom 
lie had saved from what the reporters call 
a watery grave, but Me marvelled greatly 
at the meeting. It Was truly a singular 
happening and if told .in a story book 
would pas as first-rate fiction. 


It was strange indeed that Mr. Reed did 


not meet his rescuer in the many years 
that have passed since he was pulled al- 
most lifeless out of that mud-bottomed 
pond. He tells that Mr. Stevens, when 
ho rescued him, wasjust getting up from 
a severe attack of fever and that he 
plunged in without regard to conse- 
quences. Mr. Heed further says that Mr. 
Stevens came near losing his own life by 
his act. In his weakened condition he 
was just able to bring the boy to a place 
of safety when he was overcome, and had 
it not been for some haymakers, who 
were near, Mr. Stevens would have died 
in the pond. Mr. Reed "treasures up the 
memory of that heroic deed and no won- 
der there was a demonstration of grati" 
tude when he discovered that his brother 
Knight on the Brunswick steps was the 
person to whom he owed his life. Mr. 
Reed likes to speak of Mr. Stevens' 
bravery.

LABOR TROUBLE. 


The Bricklayers and Masons 


Demanded a Nine-Hour 


Day Yesterday. 


THE DEMAND IS GENERALLY REFUSED 


Men Quit Work at Adams and In This 


town. 
Contractor Leonard's Men 


working Nine Hours for Nine 


Hours Pay. The Situation. 


About nine bricklayers on the new 


Berkshire mill at Adams and about five 
working for Contractor Leonard on the 
Sperry block on Holden street, demanded 
a nine-hour day yesterday and quit work 
because their demand was granted. 
The 


Adams men quit at noon lime and the 
North Adams men at night. 


James Sullivan, one of the committee of 


the strikers was seen today and said the 
Bricklayers & Masons union was formed 
early in August for the purpose of secur" 
ing such reforms as the nine-hour day- 
He said that the committee called on 
Superintendent Skene on the Adams job 
and asked for the short day. Mr. Skeene, 
he said,'told them he could not grant the 
demand'unless North Adams men were 
granted it, too. Then the committee told 
Mr. Skeene that they would ca,V all the 
union men out and they did. They came 
then to North Adams and influenced the 
men on the Sperry block 'to demand the 
short day. Then they called at the new 
Eclipse mill, but were unsuccessful in call- 
ing out the supposed union men there. 
They called on A. C. Houghton, he slid, 
and their demands would not be enter- 
tained by him. 


Contractor Leonard was seen and said 


that his foreman came to him last night 
near five o'clock and said he would have 
to quite at 5 o'clock that night. "All 
right," said Mr. Leonard, thinking the 
man 
had 
some 
private 
business. 


''But 
we 
will 
all 
have 
ta 
stop 


at 
that hour," 
the 
foreman 
said, 


and then Mr. Leonard inquired why. He 
was told of the union and its recent ac- 
tion, and then Mr. Leonard called his men 
to him. Ha explained if they wished to 
work nine hours for nine hours pay he 
had no objection, but he would not pay 
for ten hours when he was only getting 
nine. After some discussion the men 
agreed, and are now working with that 
understanding. Two of the tenders, who 
objected, quit work this morning. 


A. C. Houghton says the men called 


upon him to see if the nine-hour day 
would be entertained. He positively re- 
fused to consider it, and said that the de- 
mand at this time was unfair because 
contracts had been let on the ten-hour 
day basis. When the legislature says nine 
hours shall constitute a day's work then 
the men will be required to work no 
longer. 


It is understood that the charter of 


the new union allows the mea three 
months to acquire the nine-hour day, 
and if it cannot be acquired in that 
time in justice to employers an extension 
will be made. Some labor leaders in this 
town think the demand at this time is 
manifestly unfair. 


Allof.Poitor & Ilannum's men are work- 


ing and these contractors will not grant a 
nine-hoar day.

THE PROFESSION OF JOURNALISM. 


For some years in this c< untry there 


has been a good deal said <md written 
about the profession of journalibm. Now 
there is no doubt that the newspaper bus- 
iness is very extensively carred on with 
us, but the newspaper busim-ss, commer- 
cially considered, is no moro professional 
than soap-making, or any other gainful 
calling. And yet there would cot natur- 
ally be so much discussion 'if a matter 
that did not actually exist. 
Doubtless 


there is or may be a profession of journal- 
ism. 


What distinguishes a profe sion from a 


calling? There are the threo recognized 
professions of law,medicine a iid the minis- 
try. 
In earlier times, and, tc a degree, in 


these times, the following oj the profes- 
sions brought exceptional hi mor and in- 
fluence. This was partly du^ to the spec- 
ial and considerable learning necessary 
to their practice. But it was more largely 
due to the ends their practice was Iield 
to pursue. 
In theory at 
least, 
the 


object of the 
law voas 
U> 
promote 


justice, of 
medicine 
to heal 
the 


sick, and of the ministry to sa,ve sin- 
ners. Now, tLesc ends art public, and 
for the advantage of all. Tae gain con- 
nected with these employments was held 
to be a motive secondary to their oppor- 
tunity for high public servic' , and there- 
fore a special distinction was accorded to 
them, over other callings whose ends 
•were avowedly personal and whose gains 
Tpere the sole incentive. Sojue&uch gen- 
eral fact as the above und jubtedly has 
operated 
to distinguish the so-called 


learned professions from olher business 
callings; and if there is a profession of 
journalism it must be throng h its capacity 
and desire for public service. 


The newspaper business has a commer- 


cial motive, and prints news for sale as 
other merchandise is vended. The Temp- 
tation is to furnish the IK ws for which 
there is the sharpest and widest cunaud. 
There is the soarce of what is termed 
"sensational journalism," for unfortun- 
ately the great public likes its news highly 
seasoned, and enjoy.-, a gaiucy flavor. But 
this commercial side is beyond the fun'- 
tion of 
the 
proiev«on 
of journal- 


ism. 
Its 
office 
is 
to 
influence 


opinion, to advocate relbr.as, to expose 
•wrongs and errors, and advance right and 
progress, and to print rr atltr not pl'jtwing 
to the public, if needed for the public good. 
There is here ur.douote<uv oppcr* unily 
for a public service high aud valuable 
enough to be truly termed profebs.or.al. 
But, like all professional ca Uing-j, it., cb ief 
motive is service and not gain. In the 
practice of telling what he believed to bo 
the needed truth without regard to in- 
come, William S. Eobinson, who wrote 
under the signature of '• Warrington," 
was the most profession' journalist we 
know of. He largely influenced opinion 
and politics in Massachusetts for many 
years; but he was poor a11 his life and 
died from overwork. 
T-ie stoning of 


prophets is not eonflned tu the Hebrews, 


The above reflections g.-ewout of the 


knowledge of the purpose of the Hamp- 
shire Press club to turn its organizational 
opportunities to an educational use in the 
line of professional journ ilism, with the 
suggestion that the Berkshire Press club 
join in this endeavor. It were undoubt- 
edly for the public good of western Mas- 
sachusetts if its newspaper, were unitedly 
to take up the high calling, and in their 
union might be the strong! h and inspira- 
tion to follow it effectively. 


In this town of North Adams, as else- 


where, there is undoubted opportunity 
and need for the public service of pro- 
fessional journalism. But, with the old 
town agencies so near i heir municipal 
demise, the appeal could be only to re- 
pentance, since its faults of commission 
are nearly over. 
When j family moves 


from the residence it has long occupied 
into a new and modern on<', it seldom ex- 
pands much effort in repairing the old 
furniture, and often lea^ es this behind 
entirely, if worn and faulty, and makes 
its refitting entirely- new. 
Those inter- 


ested in tho new housekeeping and re- 
sponsible for its merit, wll undoubtedly 
give much pains and thought to the selec- 
tion and arrangement of the new furnish- 
ings, and to keeping these well dusted 
and in repair thereafter. 
At least they 


should do this if they hope for a fitting 
home. Here doubtless, tl e profession of 
journalism has its opportunity for North 
Adams, letting the dead past bury its 
dead, and sending to tht auction room 
whatever of its household effect*, shall 
have become moth eaten or in other ways 
undesirable. From such abandoned be- 
longings it is of no use o- profit to beat 
the dust.

When to Cut Corn Fodder. 


A Conutry Gentleman correspondent 


writes: 


Thi! best time to out tho corn is when 


tlio ears are glazed and the husks turu- 
ing vshite. Ont M this time uot only is 
tlio fodder at its best, bnt there will be 
no shrinkage of oorn and the ears will 
ho well filled out with plump, heavy 
grain. Quite late in the season, when 
the weather is cool aud there is tlaTigei 
of frost, late corn may be cut up grecu 
au.l will cure out without danger of 
fchfiiikage or of the fodder souring. 


As a rule, I prefer large shocks, 120 


to 3 44 hills to the shock, as less of the 
fodder will Ije exposed to the weathci 
and a large f-hock cures out almost as 
soon as ci smalt one. When tbe field is 
to be put iu wheat, I prefer to carry 20 
rows on each side of the shock row and 
make the shocks 8 by 40 hills, which 
makes them as close as they can stand 
in tlio row. It will cost 1 cent to 1 j-i 
more per shock, bnt is a great conven- 
ience iu sowing the wheat, and enables 
you to gyt the corn and fodder off with 
very lit! le trampling of the wheat. 


Varieties of Corn. 


J. L. Hills, in tlie Vermont station 


bulletin, gives tabulated data ol' the 
clmraoteristics and composition of 13 
varieties of corn. The largest yield of 
dry matter was made by Virginia Horse 
Tooth, Learning and Egyptian Sweet.

President 


Nat-tin of tho company, while admitting 
ts.iit Mr. Fitz hud deceived tho directors 
in his report, denied that tho missing 
treasurer hail taken ?100,OCO, as reported. 


On Aug. 1" Fit/, lol't home, saying to his 


vrifo that ho would rifct be back that even- 
ing, n< he exneetcd to go to New York on 
a business trip. JIo also said that he 
i.iight go as far ;\s Chicago. His wito 
Thought nothing of her husband's de- 
parture that cvci'ini;, as he had frequently 
been obliged to make short business trips 
fur tho Wiro Fabric ilubbcr company, of 
which he Vfis trcasuror. When ho had 
been gone a week without any word from 
him, 
kU wife became fearful that some- 


thins had befallen him. Wheu ho left his 
liumu Avg. lii all he took with him wore 
iwo small gripsack?. 


I'ails Kept Quiet. 


The fact of his disappearance was kept 


very <juioi by tho members of his family, 
and besides thorn none but the members 
of the firm \vjth which he was connected 
and his most intimate friends knew any- 
thing of his disappearance. 


After tho mKsing man had not been 


hoard from i'or two weeks, his wife im- 
plored the services of his brother, Frank 
B. Jfitz, associate justice of the Chelsea 
police court, who immediately began a 
systematic sor-oh. 
But, although the 


brother tried his utmost, to locate the ab- 
sent one, his search was unsuccessful. 
He obtained a faint clow of his missing 
brother iu New York, whero it was said 
that a man answering his description had 
been seen at the New York Central sta- 
tion iu New York on Aug. 19.. Aside from 
this, nothing has boon heard from Mr. 
Fitz since he disappeared. 


Mr. Fitz was always considered as a 


man well supplied with this world's goods, 
and it is not strange that peoplo should 
think this way, as he lived in a, beautiful 
residence, nnd also maintained a summer 
home in elegant style at Wakefleld. But 
it is said that since Mr. Fitz left home it 
has been ascertained from the books of tho 
Chelsea Wire Fabric'Eubber company that 
his.business affairs wore not as straight us 
they should be. 


Mr. Fitz has been treasurer of this con- 


cern for four vears. Ho is a son-in-law of 
the company's former president, Thomas 
Martin, the present president being Will- 
iam Martin. 


Juggled With Figures. 


Last January Mr. Fitz made his annual 


report to the stockholders of the company, 
in which he stated that the financial af- 
fairs of the concern were iu excellent con- 
dition, and that the stock was worth to 
tho stockholders, at that time, 50 cents on 
the dollar, and that the indebtedness of 
the company did not exceed $60,000. 


In the middle of July the treasurer again 


made a report to the directors. It was to 
the effect that ho had reduced the liabili- 
ties to Job',000, and the value of the stock 
had increased to (SO cents on tho dollar. 
He said that tho business was much im- 
proved, hsd nearly doubled i:i six months, 
•nd thereafter he would not bo obliged to 
usk the directors for any more financial 
aid. 


The directors and stockholders were 


greatly pleased with this financial show- 
ing, but when tlu missing treasurer had 
beeu gone for some time, and had not ex- 
plained his absence to any of the mem- 
bers of the firm, which they thought a 
yery nnufual proceeding, they began to 
grow suspicious, and experts were secured 
by the company to examine the books. 
Then it was found that the indebtedness 
of the firm was iu the vicinity of $150,000. 
The exact figures are not known, as tho 
money has been checked out by the treas- 
urer, and until vouchers are returned the 
true status of affairs will not be learned. 


The Wire Fabric Rubber company has 


beeu established s;ome eight or nine years, 
and tho books, etc., have not beeu audited 
el'ice thi-n, such entire confidence had the 
msiubcra oE the iinn in their treasurer. 
Now the company lui vo closed their fac- 
tory, and it will not be opened until the 
affairs are straightened out.

How Nicaragua Would Receive Col- 


onies From the United States. 


Substantial Progress In the 


Building of Eailways. 


Peculiar Treatment of Foreigners Who Wcro 


Accused of Lynching. 


MANAGUA, Au«. IS.—H. Drew, who 


registers from New York city, is here, en- 
deavoring to make a contract with the 
government to bring a colony or colonies 
here from the United States. 


El Pueblauja, a semi-official organ, al- 


luding to Mr. Drew's project, says that 
Nicaragua is desirous of receiving immi- 
grants who come with money to live under 
her "liberal laws," but that tho govern- 
ment prefers that they should eomeouly 
in such numbers as may be readily assimi- 
lated with the nation. Mr. Drew repre- 
sents a Cincinnati business concern. 


Chester Donaldson, who represents that 


he has been teaching a private military 
school iu New York for several years, has 
been here for some time seeking to indaco 
tho government to establish a military 
academy, of which he shall be the super- 
intendent. The project does not meet 
with much favor. Mr. Donaldson has also 
been seeking signatures to a petition for 
bis appointment as United States consul 
at Managua. Railroad Work. 


Work has been begun upon tho railway 


from Rama, at the head of navigation of 
the Blueflelds river, to San Uvaldo, on 
Lake Nicaragua. 


The national revenues, in excess of ex- 


penses, collected at the small roadsteaxls 
nt Cape Gracias-a-Dios and at the mouth 
of the Rio Grande do Matagalpa, are to bo 
applied to the construction of this rail- 
road. These revenues amount to about 
$80,000 per annum. The length of the new 
railroad is to be about 110 miles. Capital- 
ists from the United States have large in- 
terests in the road. 
Work is to commence soon upon a na- 


tional narrow gauge railroad from the Na- 
tional railway at Masaya to Diramba. Most 
of the money necessary to build this road 
has been subscribed by owners of coffee 
estates on or near the line of the road. 


The National railway from Chineudega 


to El Viejo was opened by President 
Zelaya and his cabinet on Aug. 15. This 
railroad is about four miles long, audit 
runs through a level valley. Its construc- 
tion occupied 14 months. It will connect 
the old Indian town of El Viejo with tho 
main line of the National railway from 
Coriuto to Lake Nicaragua. 


Prosecuted F«r Extortion. 


The eight foreigners, six of them claim- 


ins; to be citizens of the United Stales, 
who wero tried before a native court at 
Matagalpa, in November, 1894, and ac- 
quitted of the charge of lynching an In- 
dian who had acknowledged having been 
one of a party that murdered a foreigner 
living near Matagalpa, were recently ar- 
raigned a second time fortbo same offense, 
no new evidence having developed mean- 
time. 


They evaded arrest, but in their absence 


were tried, six -being fjurd not guilty, 
while the other two were found guilty as 
charged. It is alleged that the second 
prosecution of these men, who are well-to- 
do coffee planters, was undertaken by tho 
civil authorities of tho department of 
Matagalpnas a means of extorting money 
from them.

The estate contains about 
(ioO acres of improved lands, the trees upou 
it being Jour years old. Those should be 
in full bearing in 1898, producing from 
60,000 to 70,000 pounds of coffee.

sence. He will nor, probably return to 
Blueflelds as governor. General 1 bio 
Reyes, who is acting governor iu General 
Duarto's place, will probably bo appointed 
to succeed him.

Eefused to Accept Begrudged Aid 


From the Unspeakable Turk. 


The Distribution of Contribu- 
,, 
L.tions From Abroad 


Hindered In Every Possible Sanner by Turkish 


Government Officials. 


NEW YOKK, Sept. 4.—An idea of Turkish 


methods in dealing with persecuted Ar- 
menians may be formed 'from the follow- 
ing statement from a responsible source 
in Turkey. The communication has just 
been received by a prominent gentleman 
'ill this city: 


Some eight months ago a movement 


was made ou the part of the Turks to send 
aid to the victims of their barbarity at 
Sassoun. A gift of £2000 was reported, 
and a committee organized to see to its 
distribution. Small sums were offered tc 
the people on condition that they would 
sign receipts in the nature of thanks for 
the generosity thus manifested, at the 
same time certifying that it was not the 
soldiers of the sultan who injured them, 
but only a lut'.o row had occurred between 
them and the Kurds. 


Naturally, they declined the proffered 


aid on such conditions. In t je meantime, 
a truer pity had moved the hearts of Eng- 
lish meu and women to collect for their 
fellow Christians some efficient aid. 


When the government learned of this, 


and that agents were coming to distribute 
this money, they began to say that ii 
these people will not accept our aid, why 
should \ve allow others to come in and 
help them? Influential friends of the peo- 
ple finally persuaded the government to 
modify their demands to the extent of ac- 
cepting a similar receipt of funds received, 
and then (he people were with difficulty 
persuaded to receive the proffered aid. 


However, the amount that they have 


been called upon to receipt for. up to thu 
present time, has not been sufficient to 
prove hnvV-^M-i,. 
Of 1 IIP JQOiKl only -C '"'' 


has yet materialized, and as 9 mejilei 
(nearly £2) a day goes for salaries of the 
commission, some idea may be obtained 
as how much the people are likely to 
realize. 


When agents were appointed by tha 


Britisii ambassador to distribute the fund:) 
from abroad, it was with some difficulty 
that permission was secured for them to 
enter the devastated region, where somo 
3000 survivors had already gone to sow 
their fields with a sort of millet that ma- 
tures in n few weeks from the time it ia 
sown, oxen having been generously laaned 
them by the pour villagers of the Moorish 
plain. 


Offensive Ksplonage. 


The services of the existing Turkish 


committee- were generously (?) offered to 
distribute these contributions, but finally 
this point was apparently waived, and 
they were allowed to locate themselves at 
the villages of Semul. The Turkish gov- 
ernment repeatedly placed obstacles ill 
their way and prevented them from re- 
constructing their ruined buildings. At 
the same time the men sent ostensibly as 
their guard constantly exercised the most 
annoying espionage, listening to every 
word they said, and reporting to the gov- 
ernment an exaggerated, statement of all 
that was done. 


Under these circumstances, the British' 


representatives made vigorous protests t<i 
the government, and the questions at 
issue were referred to the central authori- 
ties. As a temporary measure, so that tha 
poor peoplo might not remain entirely 
hungry, it was arranged that the agents 
might,' for the present, distribute food, 
only it must be in the presence and under 
the inspection of a representative of the 
government.
